With Wood off the case, the 
apparent conflict of interest is 
gone, but his court* ruling 
remains at issue. 

The Nez Perce said Wood’s and 
two of hts family members'

the tribe’s claims, posing an 
apparent conflia of interest. 

The Nez Perce asked Wood to 
disqualify himself and to set 
aside the ruling. 

Wood denied the motions. - 

The tribe has appealed both 
is^es to the Supreme Court. 

With Wood off the case, the 
motion to disqualify him is moot. 
But the motion to set aside his 
ruling still is valid, ihe Nez Perce 
say. 


“The issues are still there, 
said Heidi Gudgell, attorney for 
the Nez Perce. 

The issues arose while Wood 
was on the bench, and don't go 
away just because he no longer is 
presiding over the case. 

The issue will be heard by the 
Supreme Court but with two pro 
“tem'judgesrChief-JusnceLinda- 
Copple Trout said last week. 

Eismann said he woviU||^se 
himself from any app^ ot Wood’s 
rulings. And Trout said she wxnild 
recuse herself because of her own 
public s.atements about her dis- 
cussions wi* Wood about possible 
conflicts of interest.

said.

When the judge asked the 
attorneys to approach the bench, 
Wood got- up and started toward 
the bench. The judge admon- 
ished him. 

“ ’Not you, sonny, I want the 
attorneys,’ ” Eismann remem- 
bered the judge saying. 

But Wood Teamed to use his 
youthful appearance to his 
— advantage, Xismann.sal(L.Othec_ 
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attorneys would underestimate 
Wood, thinkuig he was just a hick 
from Homedale. 'They soon 
learned they were wrong, 
Eismann said. 

New robes 

Wood spent 10 years in private 
practice in Homedale and 
Caldw^ before becoming a mag- 
istrate judge in Lincoln County in 
1987. 

In- 1994, Wood ran against 5th 
District Judge Philip M Becker, 
and won. W«>d was sworn in as a 
district judge in January 1995 in 
a Gooding courtroom. 

State Supreme Court Justice 
Cathy Silak and eight other 
.black-robed judges welcomed 
' Wood to the District Court bench: 

. “It is an awesome responsibili- 
ty to sit in'judgment,” sold Silak 
at the time, predicting Wood 
would bring wisdom and excel- 
lence to the job. 

Four years later, Wood took 
over the biggest District Court . 
case in Idaho history - at first 
temporarily and reluctantly. He 
later warmed to the task, but 
Eismann’s election to the state 
Supreme Court this year, over 
Silok, forced Wood out of his 
- high-profile assignment 

Wood in January 1999 
replaced District Judge Daniel 
HurIbutt,'who had presided over 
the adjudication since its incep- 
tion in 1987. 

When nobody stepped up to 
take the open position, the job of 
administering adjudication fell to 
Wood.os the 5th Judicial District 
administrative judge. Wood said 
most of his colleagues looked at 
the job os a hopeless effort. 

At first he tried to keep up 
with his other District Court 
cases. Then in February 1999, 
Chief Justice Linda Copple Trout 
asked him to take over the cose 
. until June 30, 2(X)0. 

Wood reluctantly accepted. But 
it became opparent he. couldn't 
continue his ^strict Court cases 
and handle adjudication.

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Engineers design train to ‘fly’ passengers

WICHITA. Kan. ^ Two Wichita 
engtneefs liavc designed a high- 
speed ground transponation sys- 
. tetri that would ‘fly’ passengers 
to their destinations, rather than 
transport them on a train with 
tracks. 

A scale model of the vehicle, 
called Airtrain, is undergoing a 
second week of wind tunnel test- 
ing this week at the National 
Imtitute of Aviation Research at 


" Wichita Slate University. 

The system is the design of 
Elvest Lehl, a retired Boeing 
engineer, and Glen Zumwalt, a 
retired aeronaudcol engineering 
. professor at the university. 

“This is definitely a system of 
the future,” said Brad Lehl, 
Lchl’s son who is helping with 
the project. 

The Airtrain, which is 
designed to run on electricity, 
uses a fixed rail system and an 
aerodynamic vehicle to carry 72 


passengers at speeds of up to 200 ' 
mph. 

At low speeds, the vehide runs 
along an overhead rati strung 
along towers placed at 100-foot 
intervals. 

At higher speeds, (he craft lifts 
off the railing and flies 2S to 3S 
feet above the ground. Sensors 
fed into an onboard computer 
keep the aircraft centered over 
the rail, guiding it in its travels 
without touching it. 

Lehl, who originated (he con- 


cept, and Zumwalt say the 
Airtr^ system would help solve 
problems of congested airports, 
delays and bad weather. 

It would be id( il for travel 
between larger cities such as 
Dallas to Houston, St. Louis to 
Chicago or Las Vegas to Los 
Angeles, Brad Lehl said. And it 
could be used to cany freight. 

Elvest Lehl has been working 
on the design for many years. 

Lehl and Zumwalt received a 
patent on the design in 19%.

T he spirit of the new millenni- 
um has perhaps been best 
captured this year by an 
extraordinary movement - fin- 
spired by the biblical concept 
of Jubilee - to cancel external debt in 
the world’s poorest, most heavily indebt- 
ed countries. Religious leaders, rock . . 
stars and concerned men and women 
from every part of the world have galva- 
nized public action and inspired official 
policy. 

This spirit has been central to the mis- 
sion of the World Bank, and nowhere 
more indelibly than in the area of poor- 
country debt relief. Four years ago we 
launched, with the MF and the interna- 
tional community, the first global 
response to the debt crisis in the world’s 
poorest countries, and in October 1999 
wc made the relief “deeper, broader, 
and faster.” The objective of the plan, 

. called the Heavily Indebted Poor 

I— Countries Initiative (HIPC), has 

remained straightforward thitnighout: to 
eliminate debt as on obstacle to poverty 
reduction. ' 

How is it going? First, we have now 
delivered on our end-year goal of having 
debt relief in place for 20 countries, and 
wc arc working toward 22. Second the 
program is canceling on enormous 
amount of debt: Relief stands at some 
$34 billion; in coordination with other 
forms of debt alleviation, tot^ debt in 
these countries could be slashed by 
'moretlian^o-thifds. ----- 

Most exciting, however, is what is hapt- 
poning in the countries. New resources 
will enable governments to sharply 
increase desperately needed sodal 
inveslinents; following debt relief, sodal 
expendittires are rising to between two 
and three times debt service obligations. 

As a result, millions more children will 
have a chance to learn d> read and write; 
health clinics and rural roads and sanita- 
tion facilities will be built; AIDS pro- 
grams will reach out to the afflicted. 

And already, people, working with their 
governments, are charting their own 
cievclopmenl course. 

But there arc bigger, tougher ques- 
tions to be faced: Will these achieve- 
ments endure? Will the child bom today 



in AMca stand a better chance of reach- 
ing his fifth birthday because of what we 
have done together? Will fewer poor 
women die giving birth? Will the endless 
work of farmers and mothers and doc- 
tors and entrepreneurs be enough? 

If debt relief, no matter how much, is ’ 
our only, or even primary response, the 
answer is no. If, however, we extend our 
demands and our efforts to address the 
deeper causes of poverty, we can make a 
difference. 

First, while debt relief is critically 
important, it will help reduce poverty 
only if developing countries continue 
the hard work of improving economic 
management. 

There is much to discuss about which -- 

policies best support poverty reduction. 
But there is no arauraent that runaway 
deficits and inflation punish the poor 
most; subsidies that b^eflt elites are 
unfair; and comiption strangles the 
weakest first. 

Fortunately, real progress is under 
way. Look, for example, at Ugon^ and 
Mozambique, the earliest qualifiers for 
HIPC debt rdief and, until a decadb 
ago, two of the most troubled lands on 
earth. Both countries have sustained 
-strong econbmiegrowth while reducing 
absolute poverty and lifting primary 
school enroUrocm. 

Debt relief that supports such efforts 
is clearly a sound investment. But it can- 
not replace development assistance. 

And here is where a broad and vigorous 
publicconversation is badly needed. 

There is a widely held fiction that 
masses of money ore poured into aid. In 
fact, industrialized countries spend 
roughly one-quarter of 1 percent of 
their gross domestic product for assis- 
tance to the world’s poor coujitiies. Aid 
works, and we can do more to make it 
work for more people. 

What about future lending? Access to 
external capital is fundamental to any . 
country’s development, but borrowers

Cassia County Sheriff Billy 
Crystal said. ”We know who wn.<i 
primarily responsible for the 
death. But we have not been able 
CO collect suffident evidence to 
file a criminal charge against 
them.” 

For the first time; Crystal 


acknowledged that investigators 
strongly suspect two people were 
iiivolved ia the Dec. 26, 19M slay- 
ing of Ray, a local School teacher. 

Crystal said investigators are 
“fairly certain” of the identity of 
one person who was present 
when Ray was killed. But they 
can’t identify the killer with cer- 
tainty, he said. 

Detectives have followed up 
leads, and long-awaited results 
from DNA testing should come 
back soon, said Crystal, who 
expects an arrest tu be made

The wait has been frustrating 
for Crystal, the community and 
Ray’s family, as they await the 
DNA testing from forensic labs 
in Boise and out of state.

Energy prices chill valley residents

TWIN FALLS - 'The first offi- 
cial day of winter was Friday, but 
many local residents have ^en 
feeling Jack Frost’s nip for a 
while now - not only on their 
noses, but in their chci^books. 

Take Helen Jackson for exam- 
ple. 

Jackson, 57, lives in a mobile 
home in Shoshone, which she 
heats with natural gas. Higher 
gas bills have affected her so 
much, Jackson said, that for the 
first time in her life she had to 
ask for help from the South 
Central Community Action 
Agenty - which provides energy 
assistance in eight Magic Valley 
Counties. 

*Tve never had to ask anybody 
for help, and that has taken a big 
chunk from my pride," Jackson, 
who worics os a clerk in Shoshone 
County, raid recently. “I turn my 


furnoce down to 55 degrees at 
night ju.st to save. And Pve never 
turned it down that low." 

Jackson’s November heating 
bill was $58. Her November bill 
last year was S-IO. 

If the energy experts arc cor- 
rect, Jackson is looking at paying 
an ev'cn higher bill for December. 

The Energy Department esti- 
mated that heating bills for natur- 
al gas customers will be 50 per- 
cent higher this winter, even if 
winter weather is normal 

Natural gus companies sudi as 
Iniehnountoin Gas, which scrve.s 
southern Idaho, have already 
inaeased their rates. 

The Idaho Public Utilities 
Commission gave Intcrmounioin 
Gas approval this past month to 
increase its rates by another 20 
percent. That adds to a 28 per- - 
cent hike approved in July. 

Intcrmountain Gas asked for 
the increases in rcspon.se to soar- 
ing wholesale prices for natural 



gas. Gas that cost a little over S2 
per thousand cubic feet on the 
wholesale market last year 
spiked to between 59 and $20 per 
thousand cubic feet. 

The new rate will take effect 
Jan. 1.5. .

Assessment program for 
teachers draws attention

mem system focuses on K-12 stu- 
dent performance.

“Federal Title 2 legislation is 
calling for teacher accountabili- 
ty," said College of Education 
Dean I.;irry Harris.

“We’ll have the ultimate 
accountability in Idaho when 
teachers and studentit must meet 
the new achievement standards 
created by the State Board of 
Education,” Harris said. 

Officials suspect runaway 
wolf roams Camas Prairie 

WINCHESTER - OHiciiils at 
the Wolf Education and Rc.search 
Center suspect a wolf missing 
since October is roaming the 
Camas Prairie or has dropped 
down into the Salmon River 
Breaks. 

Chemuhk, the former alpha 
female of the captive Sawtooth 
Pack/Wolves of the Nez Perce 
escaped from the 20-acrc enclo- 
sure near Winchester. 

“There is a good chance she is 
still out there roaming tiround,” 
pack manager Jerry Ileft said. 
“It’s just as likely she has died.” 

Heft said the center has not 
received any reports of the wolf 
preying on live.stock or pets. Staff 
are still trying to bait Chemuhk 
with piles of food, but have had 
no SUCCCS.S. 

To survive, Chemuhk would 
have to succe.ssfully stalk and kill 
small game animals regularly. 
She ha.s no known hunting skills 
and Heft said it would be virtual- 
ly impossible for her to take 
down a big game animal without 
as.sistance. 

If Chemuhk has moved into tlie 
mountains to the wc.st, Heft said 
it is unlikely that wild wolf packs 
would accept her. If she has 
stayed on the prairie.or moved to 
the breaks, she likely will be or 

has been killed by coyotes. -

Only a sadoiiiiisochistic 
idiot would pick a 26-(legree day 
to Jump constantly in and out of 
a truck. Then again, I’m nut as 
smart as Ginger, the Einstein 
canine. But more on that laiur. 

Our oilyssuy begins by deliver- 
ing piickagcs to the Marine 
Training Center across the street 
front the Newport News Daily 
Pres.s’ office. 

“They're lining a. good thing, 
here,” Crensliaw sdys as we-j»ass 
an immense room with stacks 
and stacks of toys the Marines 


will give to needy children. 

CpI. Micliael Williams signs in 
the new packages, while 
Crenshaw enters into his hand- 
held computer the time they 
were deliv'-red. 

SiTiie’s^mTtrdiniookk^ejting? 
As well as drive safely and carry 
heavy boxes ibai weigh up to 150 
pounds? 

“Ttie physical part doesn’t 
boilier.me at all,” Crenshaw 
says. “I don't mind pushing and 
pulling and tugging all day - it 
keeps yiiu young. If 1 get stre.ssed 
out, it's the mental part. Not only 
do I have deliveries, I have pick- 
ups also, and I have to he hack at 
Ui’S by 7:30 p.m. for tiio.se to be 
|)rocessed." He’s saying all this 
with a natural smile, a vistige he 
keeps the entire time. 

“1 love my job." Crenshaw 
says. ‘Tve gotten aiiaclied to the 
people on njy route. They've 
very nice to me. And I’m out- 
doors. I have it beautiful office, 
don’t you think?" 

His "office" is the cah of this 
long brown truck. A small St. 
Louis Klims banner dangles from 
tlie roof, and tlie only other thing 
of Cren.shaw's is a blue Hicrmos 
bottle. Therc’.s no wasted space. 
Tiiere’s usually no wasted time 
either. 

We’ve made mure slops tmd 


now we’re at a gated entrance of 
homes, but the woman who 
arrived ahead of us can’t figure" 
out. how to work the call box to 
get .security to lift the gate. We 
wait three minutes and then 
Crenshaw bounds out of the 
truck to help her. lie’s way more 
polite than I would have been - 
lie {ioesn’t roll his eyes even 
once. 

“If you lose l.'i minutes, you 
cannot make it up." he says. 

1 le’s got 213 stoiis today. 

We go to the doors of three 
homes and leave boxes at their 
doors. Because it's a gated com- 
plex, ho feels secure leaving 
these packages. 

At' other stops, he doesn’t feel 
secure, so he jots down his ini- 
tials and the time he tried to 
make the delivery on top of the 
package and puts it buck in the 
truck. He’ll make tiiree delivery 
attempts, 

Tlie most unusual things he’s 
ever delivered? 

“Taxidermy stuff," Crenshaw, 
.Siiys. “I delivered ti whole turkey 
once. I guess you’d call it a 
mourned turkey. Deer heads.

Victor Borge delighted audiences 
with music and jokes for decades 

Pianist dies in 
his sleep at 91

CHICAGO - When Victor 
Borge launched his career as a 
concert pianist in Denmark in 
1926, he was not exactly destined 
to become one of the world’s 
most famous pratfall artists. 

■yet because he could not resist 
.salmiaging his own stage perfor- 
mances with pranks, both physi- 
cal and verbal, Borge gleefully 
derailed a promising future as a 
highbrow pianist. Instead, he 
refashioned himself into a screw- 
■baUmusicalsatirist.ultimately 
attaining greater fame than most 
of the serious classical musicians 
he had revered since liis youili. 

Borge died Saturday at age 91. 
His, daughter, Rikke Borge, said 
he died in his sleep at his 
Greenwich, Conn., hom o as t he 
family was gathering- for 
Christmas. 

His death removes from the 
worl^sjage a unique merger of 
high classical art, Iqw physical 
oimedy and unusually dexterous 
wordplay. For although others 
have tried to follow, in his dis- 
tinctly skewed footsteps, Borge 
had no significant rivals in a 
career that .spatyied more than 70 
years. 

He could not lie imitated 
because his comic persona and 
stage routine were tailored to his 
own personality (|uirks, musical 
gifts and screw-loose sense of 
humor. When he was on stage, he 
simply was playing himself, an 
innately talented musician terri- 
fied of finally sitting down at the 
keyboard and playing a concert. 

Rather than getting to the 
Beethoven or Brahms at hand. 


Borge stalled repeatedly 
inspecting the piano, trying to 
find middle C, mixing up pages of 
sheet music, combing his hair, 
criticizing latecomers in the audi- 
once. The tension was hilarious, 
because no one knew when or if 
he might finally play a chord, and 
what it might sound- like (usually 
discordant). 

“Why is my art funny?” Borge 
asked himself in a 1987 Tribune 
interview. “Because I don’t make 
fun of the music, I make fun of 
the people who play the music, 
and they are just hilarious. 

“Look at a symphony concert 
on TV, for instance, and turn off • 
the sound. I promise that if you 
have the slightest sense of 
■‘hlimor, you will laugh'yourself ’ ' 
silly, the musicians look and act 
absolutely ridiculous.” 

Indeed, it was the pretensions 
of highbrow musicians, with their 
grand manner and palpable sense ' 
of self-importance, that Borge 
skewered mercilessly. No one 
laughed harder at a Borge con- 
cert than musicians, for they saw 
their own failings comically mag- 
nified in his act.. 


Born Borge Rosenbaum in 
Copenhagen on Jan. 3, 1909, the 
pijmist acquired his knowledge of 
classical musicians early, having 
studied music with his father, 
Bernhard Rosenbaum, a vioUnist. 
llKiugli the young man iniemltd 
to become a bona fide concert 
pianist, an early performance 
with orchestra suggested a differ- 
ent direction might be in order. 
When Borge lost liis place in the 
music, he stopped playing, 
walked over to the conductor’s 
podium, turned the poor man’s 
score a few pages back, then 
returned to the piano. The audi- 
ence reacted with stunned 
silence, then enormous waves of 
laugliter. 


Not only had Borge taken the 
heat off himself, but he had cun- 
ningly placed the blame for the 
train-wreck performance on an 
ostensibly confused conduaor. 

Incidents of this kind made 
Borge a top cabaret performer in 
Denmark in the 1930s. But his 
sharp political humor, aimed 
directly at Der Fuehrer, earned 
him a place on Adolf Hitler’s 
“most subversive list” well 
before the Nazis entered 
Denmark, on April 9, 1940. 

“In Denmark already tlierc was 
a small party of (Nazi) sympathiz- 
ers a couple of years before the 
invasion, and they began to bothi 
t me while I was on stage,” said 
Borge during the Tribune inter- 
view. “For the last year,'year-and-" 
n-half, I didn’t'go out alone in the 
streets (of Copenhagen) because 
they were after me. Their public 
cations threatened mc,'sayingi 
‘You wait, you just wait.”’ I 

What had Borge done to earn 
their ire? 

“It’s nothing that I was doing, 
it’s something I wasn’t doing," ho 
said. “I’m Jewish. That wag 
enDugluIihink.- 


“But, also, I would say in my 
performance, for instance,' 
‘Germany has ju.st signed a non- 
aggression pact with Denmarl^ - 
so now the Germans can sleep 
quiedy, they don’t have to worry 
about being invaded by. thd 
Danes.’ j 

“I also said, ‘The diffcrcnco 
between Hider and a dog, among 
other tilings, is that the Nazi liftg - 
liis arm.”’ ; 

Were it not for a remarkable 
stroke of luck, Borge might not 
have escaped Denmark with his 
life. But on the day the Nazis 
invaded, he was performing in 
Stockliolm, at whi<^ point he fled 
to the United States with S20 in 
his pocket.

California considers alternative energy 


>SAN FRANCISCO (AP) - 
Alternative energy sources arc 
becoming more attractive to 
Californians os they face an ener- 
^ crisis with soaring namral ^ 
prices, tight supplies of electrici- 
ty and imminent electricity rate

, But the energy generated by 
renewable sources, such as the 
$6n, wind and the Earth’s own 
beat, so far. acco\ints for only 12 
fiercent of California’s power 

’’“We would like to increase the 
amount of generation from 
renewable resources in . the 
state," said Marwari Masri, man- 
d^br of the California Energy 
Commission’s renewable energy 
^^gram. “But the cost is high at 

.Thanks to its price, itatural gas 
bad been the favorite means of 
pouring electricity in the state, 
generating almost 90 percent of 
California’s power. 

But that has changed dramati- 
cally. From last winter’s rungs' of 
$2 to $3 per 1,000 British thermal 
^ts, natural gas shot up to $30 

D r 1,000 Btu lost month. 

For months, California’s elec- 
dty grid has been stressed by 
high demand, scant reserves and 
Soaring wholesale prices.

some commercial customers they 
might be required to cut back. 
There have been nearly three 
dozen power alerts since June. 

The Public Utilities 
Commission on Thursday 
approved rate increases for cus- 
tomers of two financially trou- 
bled utilities - Pacific Gas and 
Electric Co. and Southern 
California Edison Co. - which 
blame $8 billion in losses since 
May on soaring wholesale costs 
apd frozen customer rates. 
Formal approval is not expected 
until Jan. 4 and the size of the 
increases is not yet public. 

All that directs new attention 
, to edtemadve energy sources. 

“If the gas prices stay where 
they ore, this stxiff looks a whole 
lot better,” sold Rich Ferguson, 
research director of the Center 
for Energy Efficiency and 
Rcnexvable Technology. 

A stare program offers incen- 


tives, such os payment of part of 
the start-up costs, to get compa- 
nies and homeowners to use 
renewable resources, and it's 
gaining momentum. 

' “Today, market prices have 
been really high and these 
renewables are a bargain,” Masri 
said. “Tlie quesdon is not to lose, 
momentum." 

The cost of wind and geother- 
mal energy is currently on a par 
wlth'thar of natural gas; wind 
generation averages 5 cents a 
kilowatt hour and^eothcrmal 
averages 7 cents. Solar power, 
however, is still expensive, at 20 
to 40 cents a kilowatt hour. 

Masri thii.ks the costs will 
eventually come down signifi- 
cantly, making alternative ener- 
gy costs consistently competitive 
• with natural gas. 

“The one trend we know is 
renewable energy gets cheaper 
and cheaper over time. The cost 
“ has been dropping,” he said. “It 
hasn’t dropped far enough, but it 
is declining.” 

Kari Smith, manager of green 
poTver resources for PowerUglit 
Corp., a Berkeley-based company 
that sells and installs solar pan- 
els, sees alternative energy 
expanding in the future. 

“The economics are changing. 
The price of natural gas has dou- 
bled in the last year, where the 
price of wind and solar is coming 
down," Smith said. “We see it as 
a real promising sector.”

Communities in eastern Maine, for 
example, plan only mildest celebra- 
tions. 


Britain, which bil/cd itself world 
millennium headquaners by virtue 
of having the prime meridian at 
Grccnwidi, has also scaled back its 
celebration.

To Ik* sure, many conservatives 
are pleased at Bush's appoint- 
ments so far. They embraced the 
choice for attorney genera], 
defeated Sen. John Ashcroft of 
Missouri, who is staunchly anti- 
alKirtion and closely aligned with 
religious consetvntfves. 

But many disdained the other 
iiiimituiiion unveiled Friday: New 
Jersey Gov. Christie Whitman, a 
moderate who supports abortion 
rights, to run the Environmental 
Protection Agency. While most 
have kepi any concerns private,

• fess liiat there is nervousness in 
the ranks. 

“I think he has a tight wire

Daschle’s stock rises 
with Republican 
in Wliite House 

WASm.\GTON (AJ’I - Sc-nalc- 
.Minority Leader Tom Daschle, 
only a vote away from bringing his 
pany back into the majority, will 
likely soon emerge as the nation’s 
most visible Democrat once 
Republican George W. Bush 
moves into the \Vliite Hou.se, 

With the Senate divided 50-50 
between the parties and only 41 
votes needed under its rules to 
thwart most legislation, Daschle, 
more than any other DenuKrai in 
the country, will have ihe power 
to block Bush’s agentla or at least 
extract ciinces.sjons in exchange 
for it. 

And if an historical trend per- 
sists - the losing party in a presi- • 
dential election picks up seats in 
Congress two years later - or one 


of die GOP’s aging senators leaves 
office suddenly, Daschle could 
quickly find himself atop the first 
Democratic majority In cither 
house of Congress since 1994. 

"He is the leading Democrat in 
the country,” said Sen. Byron 
Dorgan. D-N.D., a longtime friend 
ivho is pan of Daschle’s leader- 
ship team. “He has a national plat- 
form. I think you will see him 
emerge as a significant new force 
in national politics.” 

The soft-spoken Daschle, 53, 
plays down talk of his own rising 
star. 

“I don’t think Fm the top any- 
thing,” the .South Dakota 
Democrat .said in an inienriew in 
his Senate office, ritting next to a 
crackling fire. "I see myself as one 
of many faces in Dcmocnitic lead- 
ership tliat liopefuUy will be able 
to articulate the vision of our 
party, but I don’t think I have it ' 
alone.” 

Daschle, who stood by Vice 
President A1 Gore during his 


posielection battle in Florida, 
acknowledges that his own l^d 
is stronger with Bush’s victory. 

“I think there is something to 
; that,” he said. “Although I 
wouldn't hesitate to trade - that 
is, to have a President Gore and a 
Vice Pr<xideiu Ueberman.” 

Working opposite a 
Itepublican presidem for the first 
time provides Daschle both a 
challenge and an opportunity to 
. be more active in shaping party 
policy. He says he will share set- 
ting the agenda with House 
Minority Leader Dick Gephardt, 
D-Mo.. who will have nine fewer 
votes than Republicans in that 
chamber. 

Counting the tie-breaking vote 
of Vice President-elect Dick 
Cheney, Daschle has only one 
less vote than Republicans in the 
Senate. But it’s Senate rules that 
give the minority partymore 
ppwer than in the House that 
give Daschle the stronger hand.

None of the 
churches was damaged. 

Five churches were targeted in 
the capital. One bomb, thought to 
be planted in a parked car, blew 
up near the city’s Roman 
Catholic Cathedral, located close 
to the main mosque and presi- 
dential palace.

BELGRADE, Yugoslavia (AP) - 
President Vojitiav Kostunica’s fol- 
lowers promised sweeping 
refon^ as the first ofBdal results 
suggested pro-democracy forces 
captured on overwhelming major- 
ity of seats in the Serbian parlia- 
ment, a main locus of power in 
Yugoslavia. 

Initial results announced short- 
ly before noon on Sunday indicat- 
ed Kostunica’s camp secured 177 
scats in the 250-mcmber legisla- 
ture - more than the two-iWrds 
majority needed to change the 
constitutioa The party led by for- 
mer president Slobodan Milosevic 
was*a distant second, with 38 
seats. 

The results were based on more 
than 30 percent of ballots cast, the 
state election commission said. In 
• addition to Milosevic’s Socialist 
Party, two other parties made it 
into the assembly: the ultranation- 
ato Radical Party, with 22 scats, 
and the hard-line Serbian Unity 
Party, with 13. 

Further results were expected 
later Sunday, but no major shifts 
were expected. 

. Milosevic’s once-dominant 
Socialist Party had already con- 
ceded defeat, and Kostunica’s 
Democratic Opposition of Serbia 
began celebrating victory after 
the pralls closed Saturday night. 

“The democratic reconstruction

Yugoslavia

still controlled key power levers 
in Serbia, such os the judidAry 
and the 60,000 strong police foyce. 

, Serbia accounts for.more than 90 
percent of Yugoslavia’s popul^ 
don of 10 million. 

“We won the elections, but a 
huge job is ahead of us," said 
prime minister .designate Zoran 
Djindjic. “The government will 
w^ 24 hours a day for the peo- 
■ pie." 

Without a strong party to back 
him in the new parliament, 
Milosevic is now vulnerable to 
prosecution for running the couii- • 
try during his 13 years in power. 
Kostunica has refill to extradite 
Milosevic to the UJI. war orimes 
tribunal in The Hague, 
Netherlands, but wants to try him 
and others in Yugoslavia.

A simple blood test ^ 

Regular blood testing is a useful alter- 
native to more invasive steps in detecting 
possible colon cancer, researdiers have 
founded. A barium enema every five 
years or a colonoscopy every 10 years are 
the preferred methoiu for detecting pre- 
cancerous colorectal polyps. But some 
people may prefer the fcs-lntrusive fecal 
occult blood test, or FOBT. This study 
invdstigoted.how effective regular 


saeening with FOBT was in reducing the 
incidence of colorectal cancer. 
Researchers randomly divided 46.551 
men and women between the ages of 50 
and 80 into three groups. One was 
instructed to have FOBT annually. The 
second was told to get tested biennially. 
People in the third, considered the con- 
trol group, were left to decide on their 
own whether to have any screening done. • 
People in the first two groups submitted 
stool samples that were inspected for 
blood that might have been shed b.\ large 
polyps or cancerous cells. People with 
suspect stool samples were urged but not 
required to undergo further exams, 
including colonoscopy. 

In the next 18 years, there were 417 
new cases of colorectal-cancer in the 
annual screening ^up, 435 in the bien- 
nial screening group and 507 in the con- 
trol group. The researchers calculated 
that the incidence of colorectal cancer 
was 20 percent lower in the annual 
screening group than the control group 
and 17 percent^ lower in the biennial -

use my hair iron finishing with 
my blow dryer and round brush 
over the ends that look wispy br 
too^peless. 

Finally, (there is an end to all 
this) I use a li^t- to medium-hold 
hair spray (lately it has been 
ThcrmaSilk Heat Activated 
Shape St Hold Spray Firm Hol'd 
Aerosol, $2.99 for 7 ounces). 

Phcwl And this all takes amaz^ 
ing patience and time - for my 
hair, about '20 to 30 minutes 
depending on how much I want 
to fuss that day. I wish I liked my. 
curly, fairly frizzy hair, but I don’t 
and this is what it takes to 
change that and there is no way 
around this process regardless of 
the time or the claim on the prod-

Since the late 1990s, with the 
J.-leasc of research suggesting a 
3>lc for inflammation in heart 
IgiKcasc. the idea has gathered 
^omentum. Now, seemingly 


every month in scientific jour- 
nals, new evidence appears. And 
heart specialists arc now begin- 
ning to add inflammation to the 
list of cardiovascular villains. 

“I think it’s going to end up 
being a major player in the treat- 
ment of coronaiy artery disease,” 
said Dr. Deepak Bhatt of the 
Cleveland Clinic. Bhatt present- 
ed research about inflammation 
last month in New Orleans during 
a meeting of the American Heart 
Association. “I don’t think it’s 
just a passing fad,” he said. 

One of the first major studies 
pointing ' to inflammation 
appeared in The New Ehgland 
Journal of Medicine in 1997. 
Scientists from Brigham and 
Women’s Hospital in Mston, part 
of Harvard Medical School, 
reported that a molecule known 
as C-reaedve protein appeared to 
predict the risk of heart attaclu 
and strokes in apparently healthy 
mca In fact, men.withjpie high- 
' est'levels of Orea^ve protein in 
their blood were three tjimes^ 
more likely to have a hcoh attack - 
and twice as likely to have a 
stroke, compared with men who 
had the lowest levels. 

The body dispatches Orcaedve 


protein in response to an injury 
or foreign substance. The protein 
ihay not be damaging the aneries 
per sc, but is a sign that the 
body’s inflammatory mechanisms 
are svritched on. 

While other studies had sug- 
gested a role for inflammauon in 
heart disease, the Harvard scien- 
tists dearly showed that the high • 
levels of C-reactive protein 
appeared years before the men 
had hean attacks or strokes.

begin soon in Los Angeles. 

/ La si k, which uses an exdmer 
^bser to reshape the cornea to cor- 
.Tea nearsightednes and farsight- 
• ednes s, alr^dy has been studi^ 
hi parts of Europe and Tmitn for 


' children with certain \dsion prob- 
leins. Those studies have pro- 
duced favorable results, prompt- 
ing some U.S. doctors to reconsid- 
er the long-standing belief that 
children’s eyes arc condnuoitsly 
changing and therefore should 
not be surgically corrected. And 
doaors are also encouraged by 
the safety record of some 2.5 mil- 
lion Lasik surgeries in the United 
States. 

Although the long-term effects 
of ^sik - especially repeated 
Lasik surgeries - are unknown, 
short-term studies show a very 
low risk of serious complications, 
such as blindness; and a 5 percent 
to 15 percent rate of less serious 
complicadons, such as dry eyes, 
glare or light sensitivity, accord- 
uig to the American Academy of 
Ophthalmology. 

“What’s pushing this interest in 
children is the safety record in 
adults,” said Dr. Jonathan Song, a 
pediatric ophthalmologist at 
. Childrens Hospital in Los /^eles 
arid theDoheny Eye Institute. 

The notion that can’t be 
performed in the still-dcveloping 
eye of a child is “too simplistic,” 
according to Song. Researchers 
know very little about how and 
, why children’s eyes change as 
they get older - or about why 
some kids’ eyes don’t change at 
all. “There is a whole field of 
research (that needs) to be 


0 mned up,” he said. 

But other doctors are uneasy 
with the idea of perfonning Tjrfk 
on childreiL Even a remote possi- 
biUty of causing blindness in a 
chUd for an elective surgi^ pro- 
cedure is reason enough to err on 
the side of caution, they say. 

“As a general rule, it’s not 
appropriate to do Lasik in chil- 
diCT t^ose eyes are still growing 
and arc not stable,” said Dr. Peter 
J. McDonnell, chled of ophthalmol- 
ogy at University of California, 
Irvine. • 

The U.S. Food and Drug 
Administration has approved the 
lasers used in i-ngk for luiarsight- 
ed adults ages 18 and older and 
for farsighted adults ages 21 and 
older. In actual practice, however,' 
doctors can use the lasers howev- 
er -and on whomever -they wish. ' 

While Lasik in youths who sim- 
ply don’t want to wear gln<«<>< or 
comaa lenses remains controver- 
sial, support is growing for study- 
ii^ La ^ in young childi^ with a 
vision defea in vdiich one eye is 
much worse than the other. 

The condition, called ani- 
sometro'pia, affects about 1 per- 
cent of children at birth. Most 
children begin treatment as 
babies by wearing special glasses 
or contact lenses to improve 
vision. They may also wear a 
pat'ch over the stronger eye to 
force the weaker eye to work.

Bootleg contacts imperil fad-conscious teens

• poned motherhood, it’s hard to 

. accept that their supply of eggs -

Still others are troubled by los- 
_ ing control over their bodies and 
< moods as their hormones fluctu- 
. atowldly. 

I Dr. Marcie Richardson, an 
I obMetrician-gynecoIogist who 
; directs a menopause consultation 
; service in Boston, says women 
' come to expect certain patterns 
. from their hormones, such as pro- 
“ menstrual syndrome. 

“When these things are all over 
' the map," she says, “that’s very 
; disturbing for women.” 

' Adding to their frustration is 
the lack of answers to their peri- 
menopau.^ tjuestions. 

Even doctors are at a loss to 
predict when it will begin or how 
it will affect efforts to become 
pregnant. 

Nor can they say whether 
women will have a rough time 
getting through it. Most have 


only mUd syraiJfotns; others have 
astonishingly disruptive effects. 

Doctors can’t even agree on 
when a woman should seek help. 
Some doctors suggest she consult 
a physician at the first sign of 
menstrual changes; others advise 
waiting until symptoms become 
bothersome, such as missing peri- 
ods or having hot flashes. 

But there are signs that knowl- 
edge about this transitional time 
is grooving: Doctors now can offer 

women better ways to cope. 

"Twenty years ago, if some- 
body had hot flashes and skipped 
a few periods here and there, we 
didn’t have good treatments for 
them,” says Dr. Isaac Schiff, chief 
of obstetrics and gynecology at 
Harvard-affiliated Massachusetts i 
General Hospital. I 

As recently as 30 years ago, I 
many of these women routinely 
underwent liysicrectoinies - sur- I 
gical removal of the uterus and 
sometimes the ovaries. The 
women now hitting peri- 
menopause, he says, “are not 
. . going to settle for a hysterecto- 
my.” 

Perimenopausc provides an 
opportunity to assess her health' 
and choose a strategy that will 
protect her for the third of her 
life following menopause. 

Think of perimenopause as 
puberty in reverse. During puber- 
ty, brain chemicals switch on a 
girl’s ovaries, starting a cascade 
of physical changes that herald 
her entry into womanhood. At 
perimenopause, the ovaries begin 
to run out of eggs and stop 
responding to those chemicals, a 
. natural progression leading to 
menopause. 

The transition to menopause 
varies among women, as does the 
onset of puberty, says Dr. 
Margery Gass, director of the 
menopause and osteoporosis cen- 
ter at the University of 
Cincinnati College of Medicine. 

“To some it was rocky; to others 
it was a piece of cake." 

Although most women reach 
perimenopause at about age 46, 
it can occur as early as 35 or as 
late as 55, doctors say. Smoking 
can speed up onset by two years.

Optometrists say they see a 
growing number of teens with 
sight-threatening eye infections 
from cosmetic lenses peddled 
without prescriptions. 

I Beauty salons, flea market 

I . booths and even convenience 
stores are the culprits, selling 
tinted lenses for as low as $5 a 
pair. 

Unlicensed sellers target 
lower-income families who don’t 
want to spend the money for 
optometrist exams. Thc.booticg- 
gers seldom give an exam, a prop- . 
er fit or teach proper lens core, 
leaving the wearers vulnerable to 
problems. 

“They ‘ore in some ways prey- 
ing on these kids,” says Dr. 
Susan King, an optometrist who 
works at a For Eyes store in Fort

Lauderdale. “I’ve seen enough 
kids now with eye problems to 
know that it’s getting icky," she 
says. Some pf her patients had 
lasting vision loss, despite 
extensive treatment from spe- 
cialists. 

Rubjs a high school senior 
from Fort Lauderdale who has 
bought three pairs of bootleg 
lenses, says a lot of her friends 
think they don’t need an eye 
exam because the lenses are 
strictly cosmetic 
Not so. , 

A correct fit is key. Lenses are 
supposed to float on a layer of 
tears, with the fluid carrying, 
oxygen. If the lenses are too 
tight, the oxygen is cut off and 
the cells on the cornea (the 
outer lining of the eye) start to 
die. 

The bootleggers often do not 
give instructions about the prop- 
er use, care and cleaning of the 
lenses, as an optometrist would, 
King says. 

The result: Teens don’t store 
or clean them properly, leading

• to bacterial infections that 
leave scars called corneal 
ulcers. A large scar or one in 
the center of vision can spell 
blindness. 

“It’s potentially sight-threaten- 
ing, depending on where the scar 
is,” King says. “You can’t feel 
you’re doing damage to your eyes 
until you have a fufl-blown infec- 
tion." 

The Florida ' Board pf 
Optometry, which regulates eye 
professionals; has heard com- 
plaints about bootleg lenses for 
more than a year now and has 


pressed staW officials to crJck 
down. 

“It’s a.real prubleni out there. 
It’s of serious concern, thatis for 
sure,” soys Joe Baker, the board’s 
executive direetdrJ • i . 

Ruby says she and her frieiids . 
have no-idea of the risk. They 
-just think their brown eyes dre 
•'.boring and need to be livened, dp. 

■ She bought hazel and gray Icriscs 
at a beauty shop and a flea mhr- 
ket.-- ■. h ■ 

“Some kids wear green dhe 
day, gray the next," Ruby says.

23-20 upset of the Detroit Lions on a 54- 
yard field goal with two seconds left, 
means the Rams will return to New 
Orleans next week for the wild-card game. 

Despite being the sixth and last seeded 
team in the NFC, St. Louis (KK6) might 
enter the postseason os the favorite to go 
back to the Super Bowl. But the Rams 
will need a healthy. Kurt Warner, who 
was knocked out of the game in the third 
quaner with a mild concussion. 

Faulk, who touched the ball just 10 
times in the Rams* 31-24 loss to the Saints 
earlier this season, scored touchdown No.

BALTIMORE (AP) - The 
Baltimore Ravens' defense 
earned a place in the NFL record 
book and severely damaged the 
bumbling ,New York Jets’ 
chances of landing a spot in the 
playoffs. 

Chris McAlister scored on a 98- 
yard '' interception return, 
Jermaine Lewis returned two 
punts for scores, and the Ravens 
forced six turnovers in a 34-20 
victory Sunday that left the Jets 
needing outside help to rea^ the 
postseason. 

New York (9-7), which would 
have qualified with a win, need- 
ed both' Indianapolis and 
Pittsburgh to lose later Sunday in 
order to get into the playoffs. 

The playoff-bound Ravens (12- 
4) ended ue regular season with 
a seven-gome winning streak and 
an NFL record for fewest points 
allowed in a 16-game schedule. 
Baltimore gave up 165 points, 
easily breaking the mark of 187 
by the 1986 Chicago Bears. 

Baltimore, which made only 
five first downs, can earn home- 
field advantage throughout the 
AFC playoffs if Dallas beats 
Tennessee on, Monday night. 

New York’s Vinny Testaverde 
went 36-for-69 for 481 yards and 
two touchdowns, but his mistakes 
ultimately turned the game 
around. He lost two fumbles and 
threw three interceptions to 
allow Baltimore to rally from an 
early 14-0 deficit. 

Testaverde’s 69 attempts was 
one short of Drew Bledsoe’s NFL 
record.

He disqualified a 450-pound man

meat off uncounted pieces. 

Gregg served 23 years os a 
National League umpire and was 
best known for his 300-pound-pIus : 
frame. He called baits and strikes 
in one World Scries and several 
league champ mship series, but he 
hasn’t worked a game since his 
farced departure IG months ago. 

The affable Philadelphia native 
enjoys his role os commissioner of 
•Wing Bowl, a wacky event held 
annually in the city of cheeses- 
teaks. But it doesn’t pay the bills. 

Gregg, who once cam^ a ax-Ggurc 
salary, says he can't afford college 
tuition for two sons ra- braces for his 
daughter. He doesn’t have any pre- 
sents under his Christmas tree, dihcr. 

“It’s been real tough, the tough- 
est thing I’ve ever had to experi- 
ence since my days groiving up," 
Gregg said. “When you come this 
far and now have no income at all, 
it hits home.” 

The trouble for Gregg started 
after the 1999 All-Star game. 
Umpires were in the final year of a 
labor coniraa and feared a lockout 
by the owners. Rlchic Phillips, 
head of die Major League Umpires 
A.ssociation, called for mass resig- 
nation.s as 3 way of forcing an early 
start to negotiations. 

That strategy 'collayscd Wh en' ' 
many umps, mostly iiTthie'A'E; 
refas^ to resgn or withdrew their 
rcsignation.s. Owicis wouldn’t allow 
22 of the umpires to take bade' their 
resignations and Itircd 25 new umps 
from the minor leagues. 

Many u-nps, mostly from the AL, 
then formed a new union, the 
World Umpires Association, and 
forced a federally supervised elec- 
tion, which voted out the MLUA 
and Piiillips. 

The 49-ycar-old Gregg and 21 
other umps were left jobless. Their 
fate now rests with orbitratoc Alan 
Symonctic, who trill deddc early 
' next year if they were illegally 
fired and should be rdtired. 

Baseball management contends 
the resignations were legally 
accepted and the grievance to' 
regain their jobs is without merit. 

“Every month we think here’s 
going to be a deal made, and it 
goes and goes,” Gregg said. “It’s 
been over a year since we had a 
check from b^boU. I can sfl here 
and cry, but life goes on. I have to 



continue to pay the rent, continue ' 
to try to educate my kids, ,ind con- 
tinue to feed my family. 

“Wc knew it was going to bq 
lough. In a strike, there's always an 
end. But wc were never prepared 
for something like this." 

Gregg said he has borrowed 
money from Phillips, umpire Jerry 
Crawford and former umpire Teny 
Tata just to pay the mortgage.
